Council receives lengthy 
investigation report

A consultant took swift action to address 
an alleged hostile workplace environment 
complaint at Grayling City Hall. 

A report was submitted to Grayling City 
Council members on Monday, clearing 
Grayling City Police Chief Doug Baum, 
who is serving at the acting Grayling City 
Manager, of any wrongdoing. 

Ben Chouinard, sexton for the Elmwood 
Cemetery, filed the complaint against 
Bauin. 

The city council appointed Baum to 
serve as the acting cily manager on March 
8. The council put Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer on leave on Feb. 22, with full 
pay, while he faces 24 counts of allegedly 
violating the Social Security Privacy Act. 

Thayer had intended to apply for a 
Department of Natural Resources and 
Environment (DNR & E) grant aimed for 
smal! projects to help develop a skate park 
for youth by city hall. The grant was sup- 
posed to be submitted to the state on April 
1. Baum was unaware of the grant. 

At a city staff meeting on March 30, 
Baum questioned city staff and Chouinard 
about the skate park grant. Baum acknow!l- 
edged he cursed when he asked Chouinard 
to point out any information about a skate 
park in the grant application. 

Since city council members received the 
lengthy investigation report and findings on 
Monday, they opted to hold off taking any 
action until its next meeting which will be 
held at 7 p.m. on Monday, May 10. 

“As far as I'm concerned, it's over and 
done with,” said Grayling Mayor Karl 
Schreiner.

City Council 
vacancy filled

The third vote was the charm for a man 
selected to fill a vacancy on the Grayling 
City Council Monday. 

Dennis Robinson was appointed to fill a 
vacancy by a 3-to-1 vote by the Grayling 
City Council. Mayor Karl Schreiner, Mayor 
Pro Tem Larry Akers and Counct! Member 
Karl DeVries cast yes votes for the appoint- 
ment, while Council Member Kim McClain 
cast the lone no vote. 

Larry Curriston was the first applicant 
nominated to fill the vacancy. That vote 
failed with a 2-to-2 vote, with Akers and 
McClain casting yes votes, and DeVries 
and Schreiner casting no votes. 

Next, DeVries nominated Dave Sherbert 
to fill the vacancy. That motion failed when 
Akers, McClain and Schreiner cast no 
votes, 

Heidi Farmer and Dennis Palmer also 
applied to fill the vacancy. 

Dee Maybury submitted her resignation 
to the Grayling City Council on March 16. 
Maybury has moved to Florida because she 
is taking care of family business. 

Robinson previously served a stint on the 
Grayling City Council in 2006, when Kim 
McClain moved out of the city and eventu- 
ally moved out of the state: 

“YT just thought | would step forward and 
put my nase in the hat and volunteer for to 
the city to see if ]can help,” Robinson said. 

Robinson has been involved with the 
AuSable Artisan Village project and hopes 
the city will maintain its involvement with 
that initiative. 

“I would really like to see an emphasis 
put on that,” he said.

Ownership was the key 
issue to Burmeister's ruling. 
Although the court does not 
require the Minards_ to 
adopt the dogs out, it an 
option they can use to avail 
themselves of the court 
order to euthanize the dogs, 
Burmeister said. They will 
have to inform the court 
within 30 days on what 
option they wish to exer- 
cise. 

“All experts have offered 
opinions on that question 
based on their testing,” 
Burmeister said of return- 
ing the dogs to the Minards. 
“However, all the experts 
also squarely place the 
owners in the middle of that 
equation.” 

“It has been said there are 
not bad dogs, just bad own- 
ers,’ Burmeister added. 
“While the Court does not

trative of the circumstances 
here.” 

The court case stems 
from an incident that took 
place on July 18, 2008. 
James Vernon Gardiner, 
who lives near the 
Sherwood Forest 
Subdivision, was riding his 
mountain bike south from 
Pollack Bridge Road. 
Gardiner left the roadway 
at the intersection of 
Tomahawk Trail and Little 
John Avenue and turned to 
travel on a dirt trail, which 
runs parallel to the railroad 
tracks. Gardiner said the 
two dogs aggressively 
approached him barking. 
He sprayed a water bottle at 
the dogs, put his bike in 
front of him as a shield and 
eventually fended them off 
with a stick before their 
owner called them home. 


The Minards live in 
Grayling Township's 
Sherwood Forest 


Subdivision at 635 Little 
John Avenue. 

Burmeister noted that the 
two dogs acted in a pact 
mentality, continuing to 
confront Gardiner over a 
period of 10 to 15 minutes. 
One dog circled around 
Gardiner, in a classic flank- 
ing maneuver, with its part- 
ner making a fontal assault. 
He noted that Gardiner did 
not do anything to the dogs 
until it became necessary, 
in his judgment, to protect 
himself from — physical 
injury. He said Gardiner 
would have been concerned 
if the person was a child or 
elderly person who had 
encountered the dogs and 
was hoping that somebody 
would have come forward 
to assist him. 

The initial date to eutha- 
nize the animals was set for 
Dec. 18, 2008. 

Burmeister issued a stay 
on the court order to eutha- 


nize the pair of 
Staffordshire Terriers on 
Jan. 7, 2009, after the 


Minards appealed the case 
in Crawford County Circuit 
Court. 

46th Circuit Trial Court 
Judge Dennis F. Murphy 
vacated the euthanasia 


order on Oct. 5, 2009, 

Burmeister based his 
opinion largely on the testi- 
mony of Crawford County 
Animal Control Officer 
Gail Foguth. Foguth testi- 
fied at an hearing in March 
that on Oct. 19, 2008, the 
Minards let another one of 
their dogs loose which 
attacked a neighbor's dog 
while he was walking it, 
causing a face puncture 
wound. On Jan 24, 2009, 
the same neighbor whose 
dog sustained the face 
wound, was accosted again 
by the same dog running 
loose. 

Burmeister also favored 
the opinion of Jason Major, 
an animal behaviorist from 
Gaylord, who said the pit 
bulls had demonstrated 
emotionality and a lack of a 
pro-social skill set. He also 
said that the dogs had a 
foundation set for aggres- 
sion and may be aggressive 
in the future in similar cir- 
cumstances to manipulate 
their situation or environ- 


ment. 


Burmeister said he found 
it ironie that Dr. Maria 
Iliopoulou, a Lansing area 
veterinarian who evaluated 
Shelby and Riley for the 
Minards, said that no one 
could predict the future 
actions of a dog, but 
believed that Shelby and 
Riley would not be a danger 
in the future. 

In his opinion, 
Burmeister reiterated that 
there didn't need to be evi- 
dence of a bite or blood on 
the ground for there to be 
an attack, 

“This provision of the 
statute references a clear 
public policy of the State of 
Michigan that one does not 
need to await the drawing 
of blood to determine an 
animal should be put down, 
particularly if there 1s suffi- 
cient evidence of the dan- 
gcerous tendencies of an ani- 
mal,” Burmeister said. 

Burmeister said he 
believed the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter, where 
Shelby and Riley have been 
kept since November 2008, 
or the experts who testified 
in the case would help facil- 
itate an adoption. 


Judge rules that pair of pit bulls 
must be adopted out or euthanized 


Burmeister specified 
parameters to protect the 
public, which include: 

¢ The adoptee must be a _ 
person with comparable 
credentials to those who 
testified in the case, mean- 
ing someone with a back- 
ground in training and ani- 
mal behavior management. 

* The adoptee would 
need to keep the dogs, 
meaning they could not be 
re-adopted out. 

* The adoptee would 
need to put the dogs 
through behavior manage- 
ment class/therapy. 

* The adoptee would 


.need to be approved by the 


Court, so that it would 
avoid sitnply allowing this 
community to potentially 
rid itself of a hazard by 
foisting that hazard on 
another community. “The 
Court will not do that,” 
Burmeister said. 

* The dogs would not be 
therapy dogs. 

¢ The dogs would be 
placed within 90 days of 
written notification from 
the Minards that they 
wished to pursue this 
option, 

Minard said he would 
appeal Burmeister's ruling, 
which will be the second 
time in the case. 

“T think it’s bunch of crap 
and it will be appealed,” he 
said. “It will be a cold day 
in hell before | give up 
those dogs.” 

Richard Angelo Jr, an 
attorney who represents the 


Minards, said he was 
reviewing Burmeister's 
opinion. 


“We're looking al every- 
thing right now, trying to 
figure out the best way to to 
about it,” he said. “Appeal 
is certainly an option.” 

Angelo said Burmeister's 
ruling was depressing since 
the Minards have taken pre- 
cautionary steps to bring 
the dogs home and seck 
training for them in the 
future. 

“Tt's unfortunate that the 
attack did occur, but it's a 
big leap to death or injury 
to a human based on the 
actions from this incident,” 
Angleo said. “I'm not sure 
the evidence bore that out.”

County applies for grant to. 
start school career academy

Crawlord County officials 
are applying for a federal 
grant to form a school that 
would serve as a safety net 
for students beginning their 
studies at Grayling High 
School. 

Crawford County — is 
applying for a three-year 


grant through the Office of 


Juvenile — Justice — and 
Delinquency Prevention to 
create a Career Academy at 
Grayling High School. 

The Community 
Prevention Grants program 
has helped communities 
prevent delinquency and 
improve the lives of youth 
and their families. The 
school would target [resh- 
men and sophomores at risk 
of becoming school 
dropouts, being placed out 
of the home with other fam- 
ily members or in foster 
care or incarceralion., 

“It's a school within a 
school,” said Tom Haskel, 
court administrator for the 
46th Circuit Trial Court for 
Crawford County. “The 
basis for the school. is to 
identify these kids and we 


can catch the students when 
they are in ninth and [0th 
grade and don't acquire 
enough credits when they 
are juniors and seniors, 
dropout and become liabili- 
ties on society in a number 
of different ways.” 

Students enrolled in the 
school would earn. credits 
toward their graduation. 
They would also focus on 
post graduation options 
such as allending college, 
enrolling in a_ technical 
school or pursing an occu- 
pation, 

“Ht would carry them all 
the way through with a sin- 
gle group of educators and 
community personnel, so 
we're nol doing a lot of 
work one year and then let 
them fail on their own latter 
on,” Haskel said, 

In the first year, the coun- 
ty would receive a $90,000 
grant with a $45,000 match. 
In the second year, the pro- 
gram would receive $70,000 
grant with a $65,000 match. 
In the third year, the county 
would receive a $40,000 
grant with a $95,000 match, 

The local match is pro- 
vide with exisung in kind 


resources and expanded 
court Child Care funds, 
including {0 percent of 


administrative services from 
the county, courts, sheriff's 
office and the schoo) dis- 
trict. A caseworker from the 
court's Family Division and 
a court attendant and mentor 
would also be assigned to 
the program. 

The grant fund would be 
used for a full-time class- 
room teacher, 20 percent of 
the funding for a project 
coordinator and 25 percent 
of the salary for a school 
liaison officer. 

“It's critical to the school 
and the kids to try to keep 
them there,” said Dave 
Stephenson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners said of the 
schoo] haison officer. 

Haskel said that Brooke 
Laurent, a soctal worker for 
the Crawford AuSable 
School District, said 75 per- 
cent of active students are 
where they need to be as far 
credits, 12 percent are ata 
minimum level of credits 
toward graduation and 14 
percent of students are ata

Alter reviewing the secu- 
rity footage, Somero was 
able to identify the suspect.

SCHOOL PROBLEMS - 
Gov. Granholm included a

“We've got to keep push- 
ing on this move to diversify

Agreement on these 
points is probably universal 
in Michigan. The aim is 
true, but the question is 
how? 

Diversity may be clusive, 
but we’re trying — hard. 
Educating kids is a tougher 
problem. 

School districts across the 
state face disastrous money 
problems, intensified by 
repeated reductions in state 
aid, and many of “our kids” 
find higher education and 
training almost out of reach 
as tuition and other college 

costs soar to replace lost 
state assistance. 


Gov. Granholm and other 
state decision makers obvi- 
ously have not found an 
acceptable answer to this 
worsening dilemma. 

1 hope the governor’s 
“rock bottom” prediction js 
a truer one than offered in 
one of her early “State of the 
State” messages when she 
predicted that the wonders 
of Michigan’s future would 
“knock your socks off.” 

That was true all right; the 
socks went off, and so did 
many of the shoes, but not 
like Gov. Granholm had 
expected.

REPUBLICAN DEBATE 
~ Five men who want to take 
Gov.  Granholm’s job 
showed a bit of internal 
bickering in their first joint 
appearance recently. 

That should not be sur- 
prising because these candi- 
dates for the Republican 
nomination for governor are 
spending tons of money — 
much of it their own — and 
putting in countless hours of 
campaigning to find favor 
among the same voters. 


At this point, convention- 
al political wisdom surmises 
that whoever wins the 
Republican nomination has 
a good chance of becoming 
governor. | wouldn’t dis- 
agree with that assumption ~ 
at this point. 

Probably nobody ‘“‘won” 
the debate, because it really 
isn’t a debate and there is no 
accurate measure of how 
public support was affected. 
It was a joint appearance 
with the five candidates 
lined up behind lecterns and 
lasted an hour, which comes 
out to a bit more than 10 
minutes per candidate if 
time is shared equally. Three 
more of these are planned 
by Michigan Republicans — 
one a month before the 
August 5 primary. 

Much of the lightning 
apparently centered on Atty. 
Gen. Mike Cox, whose 
feistiness drew the most 
attention in news reports of 
the debate. Mr. Cox is a 
magnet for attention, partly 
due to the activities of his 
present office and partly due 
to his personal political 


Preventing the next financial crisis 


The financial crisis was 
not a natural disaster. It was 
a man-made — assault. 
Millions lost their jobs and 
homes, and they lost them 
not because of bad luck or 
the natural ups and downs 
of the economic cycle. 
People did it - for greed. 
And it will happen again 
unless we change the rules 
that govern our financial 
system. 

Eighteen months ago, as 
‘the U.S. financial system 
teetered on the brink of col- 
lapse, the Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee On 
Investigations, which ! 
chair, launched a probe of 
the causes of the financia! 
crisis to learn how it hap- 
pened so we can keep it 
from recurring, 

Recently, we began hear- 
ings to lay out what our 
investigation found. Our 
first two hearings were 
sobering. They dealt with 
the case of Washington 
Mutual, a_ Seattle-based 
bank that was on the brink 
of collapse when federal 
reguiators took it over in 
2008, making it the biggest 
bank failure in U.S. history. 
Washington Mutual, known 
as WaMu, was a poster child 
for some of the abuses that 
led to the crisis. 

WaMu held itself out as a 
well-run, prudent bank that 
was a pillar of its communi- 
ty. But in 2005, WaMu for- 
malized a strategy to move 
from traditional, low-risk 
home loans to high-risk 
home loans, WaMu paid its

employees more for making 
risky loans, loans that often 
were disastrous for borrow- 
ers. As documents uncov- 
ered im our investigation 
make clear, the reason was 
simple: money. Making 
these risky loans, often to 
people with little chance of 
making the payments, 
boosted short-term profits. 

But our investigation 
found repeated signs that a 
disturbing number of WaMu 
loans were fraudulent - 83 
percent of loans reviewed at 
one California office were 
found to contain fraud. 
Instead of disciplining 
employees who committed 
fraud, WaMu’s top man- 
agers marginalized execu- 
tives who warned of danger 
ahead. One former employ- 
ee told the subcommittee 
that shortly after he raised 
his concerns, the CEO fired 
him. 

WaMu didn’t just make 
ill-advised home loans. It 
packaged groups of mort- 
gage loans and sold them on 
Wall Street. Just like a pol- 
juter dumping toxic chemi- 
cals into a river, WaMu’s 
mortgages became a big 
source of the “toxic assets” 
that helped poison the entire 
financial system. We paid 
for that in the form of the 
$700 billion Wall Street 
bailout and the biggest 
recession since the 1930s. 

The actions of WaMu's 
executives were inexcus- 
able. But so was the inac- 
tion of regulators whose job 
it was to protect the stability 


lished. 


of the financial system. The 
Office of Thrift Supervision 
had primary regulatory 
authority over WaMu. Our 
investigation found that 
instead of reining in 
WaMu’s excesses, OTS 
resisted efforts to tighten 
regulations and blocked 
other federal agencies from 
getting an accurate picture 
of WaMu's health. It was 
supposed to be a watchdog, 
but it had no bite. Another 
agency, the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, saw 
problems but couldn’t con- 
vince OTS to act and didn’t 
act on Its Own. 

Holding accountable 
those who caused the finan- 
cial crisis is one aim of our 
investigation. Another is 
prevention. We need to 
know how it happened so 
we can keep it from happen- 
Ing again. 

In the coming wecks, the 
Senate will debate legisla- 
tion to regulate the financial 
industry and, I hope, solve 
some of the problems our 
investigation has illustrated. 
Passing real regulatory 
reform wil] not be easy. 
Already, Wall Street is 
spending millions of dollars 
on lobbyists to protect itself 
~ even though that would 
leave all the rest of us at 
risk. But the results of our 
investigation leave me more 
convinced than ever that we 
must act to rein in the abus- 
es of the financial sector or 
we run the risk of repeating 
the tragic story of this reces- 
sion,

Peter 
Hoekstra and Ann Arbor 
businessman Rick Snyder 
all seemed to hold their 
own. 

The Republican candi- 
dates have three more 
months before the primary 
to sell themselves and their 
ideas to voters, and these 
joint appearances — although 
not ideal — can be helpful.

ENDORSEMENTS - It 
probably doesn’t matter 
much, but a couple of 
national Republican heavy- 
weights have weighed in on 
the Michigan governor’s 
primary. 

Former Arkansas Gov. 
Mike Huckabee, who lost to 
Sen. John McCain in the 
2008 Republican presiden-

commentator, has endorsed 
Mike Cox. 

Former Massachusetts 
Gov. Mitt Romney, who also 
lost out in the GOP presi- 
dential contest two years 
ago, has come out for Rep. 
Peter Hoekstra of Holland, 
and is expected to hold a 
fundraiser for him in 
Western Michigan. 

Of the two, the Romney 
endorsement probably car- 
ries more weight in 
Michigan because of the 
Romney family ties here. 
Mitt Romney’s — father, 
George Romney, was a pop- 
ular thrice-elected governor 
here in the 1980s.
